PEACHTREE WORK 


WILL START SOON 


Nearly All Owners Between 
Decatur and Pine Have 
Signed Contracts for Pay- 
ment of Pro Rata. 


“Nearly all the owners who have 
property along the line of the preposed 
new paving on Peachtree street have 
signed contracts for the payment of 
their pro rata share of the cost of the 
work, and the paving of this street will 
begin in a few days.” This is the 
statement that was made Wednesday 
by H. Ih Collier, commissioner of pub- 
lic works. 

The new work that will be done on 
Peachtree will extend from Decatur 
street to Pine, and will be rushed to 
completion as soon as the contracts 
oan be let for the work. 

Mr. Collier, however, estates that the 
people are slow about eizgning up con- 
tracts for other paving work for which 
money has been provided by the city, 
and he urges the property owners to 
get busy at once in order that all work 
may also be started soon. 

Money May Be Diverted. 

Mr. Collier states that the money pro- 
vided for paving the various streets, 
as outlined by the finance committee 
of council, will be diverted by the 
first of May unless the property own- 
ers have signed contracts for the pay- 
ment of their share of the expense of 
laying the pavement by that date. 

“Nothing makes a better impression 
upon people visiting a city than good 
streets,” said Mr. Collier, “and the peo- 
ple should be anxious to have the au- 
thorized work done as soon as possi- 
ble. It will emhance the value of their 
property largely and by the methods 
that have:'been mapped out the cost to 
each party will be very lght."’ 

Mr. Collier said that the property 
owners on Whitehall street, on which 
paving had been authorized from Ala- 
bama street to Humphries street, are 
slow in signing up, and urges them 
to act promptiy upon this important 
matter, as paving is badly needed on 
this street. 


Other Paving Atcthorized. 

Other streets, for which paving has 
been authorized, and which Mr. Collier 
declares are not signing up contracts 
promptly are: 

Peters, from the viaduct to Leonard: 
Lee street, from Park to McCall’s cross- 
ing: Edgewood avenue, from Peachtree 
to Pryor, and from North Boudevard to 
Spruce; South Boulevard, from East 
Fair to Berne: North Boulevard, from 
Edgewood avenue to Georgia railroad: 
South Pryor, from Western and Atlantic 
railroad to Garnett street: North Pryor, 
from Western and Atlantic railroad to 
Edgewood avenue: West Fair. from Pe- 
ters street to Chestnut street. 

Mr. Collier announces that as soon as 
the property owners sign the contracts 
he will let out the work as fast as it 
can be contracted, and that the work 
will be pushed to completion as fast as 
possible in order to get it done before 
the winter months come. 

The ordinary fund of $60,000. Mr. Col- 
lier says, will be spent on cheap pav- 
ing of resident streets, not to cost ex- 
ceeding 50 cents per foot, and that no 
more free paving will be done.

Since Her Indictment, Mrs. 


H. H. Hirsch Tells Reporter How Friends Have 
Cheered Her Cell in the Tower.

“Oh, by the way, can you tell me 
whether khaki yarn may be used for 
knitting soldiers’ socks”’ Mrs. H. H. 
Hirsch anxiously inquired as she 
searched my face for a reply, and hav- 
ing blushingly admitted my own ignor- 
ance of such matters, the patriot con- 
tinued: 

“I've just finished knitting a sol- 
dier’s sweater, and I have only enough 
khaki yarn t6 do some socks—but 
never mind, I'll find out from the la- 
dies at the church. I'm doing the knit- 
ting for the soldiers through them.” 

Mrs. Hirsch is a small woman, with 
black hair and dark brown eyes, that 
by turn flash with humor and sad- 
den into unfathomable depths that eset 
you wondering what has taken place 
within that brain of hers. A ready 
laugh, displays the keen sense of 
humor, “that has often saved me,” she 
Bays. 

The cell in which I secured the first 
interview Mrs. Hirsch has granted since 
her incarceration on the charge of at- 
tempted blackmail of Mayor Asa G. 
Candler, couldn’t be called cosy. It 
Was a peculiar setting for a woman of 
her type, but the chilliness of the room 
only tended to accentuate the anima- 
tion of her face. 

“Bo many people have been lovely 
to me since I have been here. It’s the 
little things that people do that count 
after all, with a woman,” she said.

sent in by sympathetic friends, I think 
of “Rhody’s” favorite song, “Brighten 
the Corner Where You Are,” and I 
know that a corner can be brightened 
anywhere.”

Mrs. Hirsch, the woman, spoke pity- 
ingly of several of the inmates of the 
jail, with whom she had come in con- 
tact. “If the opportunity ever pre- 
sents itself, I want to help them,” she 
said. 

I had gone in to interview Mrs. 
Hirsch with a feeling of uncertainty, 
and I left her with a feeling of re- 
gret. 

As we came out of the cell and faced 
a locked door, I pulled at it impatient- 
ly thinking to open it, but Mrs. Hirsch 
rang a bell, and as the jailer came to 
let us into the main entrance,. she 
laughingly explained: 

“Most places you have to ring a bell 
to get*in, but here you have to ring 
to get out, and then you don’t always 
succeed.”

Spain Is $ Shocked 
By German Plots 
With Anarchists 


Alleged That German Em- 
bassy in Madrid Paid An- 
archists and Incited Them 
Against King Alfonso. 


Paris, February 20.—Close relations 
between the German embassy at Mad- 
rid and the most notorious anarchists 
in Spain have been brought to light, 
according to The Matin. The news- 
paper El Sol has published documents 
to prove thateDr. von Stohrer, second 
secretary of the German embassy at 
Madrid, sent money to anarchistic agi- 
tators and committed the imprudence 
of writing to them. The propaganda 
thus financed, .adds this paper, was 
directed not ogly against public order 
but even against the person of the 
king. The rev@lations have had a deep 
effect in Madrid. 

At the request of the Spanish au- 
thorities a safe conduct through France 
has been granted to Captain von 
Krohn, the former German naval at- 
tache at Madrid, whose recall was re- 
quested by the Spanish government. 
Von Krohn’s family will also be per- 
mitted to travel through France on 
condition that they conform to all nec- 
essary measures prescribed by the au- 
thorities.

Washington, February 20.—(Special.) 
Edward N. Hurley, chairman of the 
United States Shipping board and pres- 
ident. of the ns iacail Fleet eorpora-} 
tion; will in a few Gays make a tour of 
inspection of ports in the southeast at 
which large government shipbuilding 
plants are contemplated. The itinerary 
includes Charleston, Savannah and 
Brunswick. It is not improbable that 
he will also investigate the old St. 
Mary’s harbor, that matter having been 
recently brought to the attention of the 
board most vigorously by a delegation 
of Georgians. 

Mr. Hurley gave this information to- 
day to a party of Texas congressmen 
who extended an.invitation for him to 
visit the ports along the Texas gulf 
coast. The exact date of the chair- 
man’s departure for the southeast has 
not been fixed. He indicated, however, 
that he hoped to make the trip to Geor- 
gia within the next two weeks. He will 
be accompanied by experts in all the 
branches that could serve in arriving at 
an intelligent conclusion as to the ad- 
vantage of these points for extensive 
government operations. 


FLOUR SHORTAGE 
ACUTE IN ILLINOIS;

Chicago, February 20.—Harry A. 
Wheeler, Illinois food administrator, 
today declared that a flour famine in 
this state had reached an acute stage 
with no prospect of immediate relief. 

“T could name fifty towns in Illinois 
that hav¢ no flour,” he said. “The 
wheat is in the hands of the farmers 
and as long as congress juggles with 
proposed increases in the price of 
wheat, so long will the farmers con- 
tinue to hold their wheat.” 

Mr. Wheeler also said that complaints 
have been received from many bakers 
that they are facing @ shut-down and 
are only running on a day-to-day sup- 
ply of flour.

Washington, February 20.—Overseas 
ship tonnage available to America and 
the allies passed ite low point about 
February 1, several weeks earlier 
than shipping experts had predicted.

ARTILLERY ACTION 
REPORTED VIOLENT 
ON ITALIAN FRONT 


Rome, February 20.—The official 
communication from headquarters to- 
day says: 

“On the whole front the usual ha- 
rassing actions were carried out by the 
opposing artilleries; they were more 
intense west of the Frenzela valley 
and along the coastal region. 

“At Nesso Lago and east of Pertica 
strong enemy detachments, attempting 
to veach our position, were repulsed. 
A few prisoners remained in our hands. 

“Aerial activity on both sides was 
marked along the front lines. At dawn 
a squadron of British machines sur- 
prised the aviation ground at Casarsa 
and bombed it with very good effect. 
An airship shed was destroyed. 

“At night one of our squadrons 
reached the aviation camp at La Com- 
ina and dropped two tons of explo- 
sives, causing a large fire. All of our 
machines and those of the allies re- 
turned without damage. 

“Last evening an enemy airplane re- } 
turning from a bombing expedition 
was brought down no north of Treviso.”

When experts first plotted the curve 
of the tonnage supply, taking into con- 
sideration the greatest success of sub- 
marines and all possible contingencies 
in the domestic situation, they found 
that the number of vessels available 
for traneporting troops and for feed- 
ing the allies would be lower toward 
the end of this month than at any 
other period. Just how close to the 
danger point that would be they did 
not care to say. Knowledge that the 
Germans sank about six million tons 
of ships in 1917, nearly three times as 
much as was produced in Great Britain 
and the United States, did not change 
their estimates. 

For the last three weeks now the 
charts of the shipping board have 
shown a steady upward trend. Offi- 
cials think that from now on new fac- 
tors will aid rather than retard the ef- 
forte to put more ships into service. 
Chief of these will be restriction of 
imports, made effective February 1, the 
result of which will not be noticeable 
for weeks yet. As more ships are 
needed, they -will be withdrawn from 
the neutral trade and commerce with 
those countries curtailed to that extent. 

Officials declined to say what was 
the dominating factor in checking the 
decline in available tonnage, though 
it is well known that optimistic, opin- 
ions are held regarding the anti-sub- 
marine campaign. Despite labor trou- 
bles, confidence is expressed that the 
goal of four million tons of shipping 
will be reached in this country this 
year. Sailing vessels, of which there 
are 2,500,000 tons under the American 

ag, are being put into the coastwise 
ahd other trade, to release the faster 
steamers for trans-Atlantic service. 

The labor question is regarded as 
the determining factor in the domestic 
situation. Supplies have been assured 
for all ships planned. If men can be 
obtained, officials believe the ships will 
be turned out on time. More delay by 
strikes will cause still more serious de- 
rangement of the program, however, as 
the vessels advance to completion and

BARBARITIES AT HOME. 


A few days ago two negroes in Tennessee 
were submitted to’ cruel torture by 4 mob, 
and finally burned to the stake. 

Subsequently, in Fayette county—only a 

ew miles from Atlanta—another negro was 
eized by a mob and hanged from a limb of 
tree. 

And none of them were guilty of the 
‘rime which was once upon a time urged as 
the sole justification of lynching. 

The deplorable thing about each iynching 
‘has to do, not so much with the victim’s life 
‘as with the contempt shown for our laws and 
our courts and the outrage against our civil 
institutions that it expresses. 

The fact that these men were culprits 
who deserved punishment, and even hanging, 
clothed no mob with authority to trample 
the laws of the land under foot and wreak 
pummary and frenzied justice upon them. 

In a communication appearing in another 
column of this page, Sarah N. Cleghorn, of 
Macon, speculates upon what would have 
been the American attitude toward those in 
‘stances of barbarity and outlawry had they 
been afforded by the Huns—as their counter- 
‘parts, in innumerable instances, have been. 
‘And she has ample justification for such 
‘speculation. 

She “reminds all citizens that we have a 
Jaw, and we have a religion, which alike bid 
‘us have charity toward the accused, and 
consider him innocent until he is proven, in 
lawful procedure, guilty.” And she is ex- 
actly right.

According to the Associated Press, Sen- 
ator Gallinger— 

“Kicked about the booklets issued on 

wholesale prices from 1919 to 1916. 

‘Yes, and two volumes on “Nar- 
cotic Plants and the Stimulants of An- 
cient Americans,’ added Penrose. 

“TIT could choke the aisles with such 
publications,’ Smoot declared. 

“Senator Reed complained of huge 
sums devoted to newly-created war pub- 
licity bureaus. 

“‘*For instance, $5,000 a day for the 
Creel bureau,’ said Smoot.” 

Senator Penrose declared the department 
of publicity is rapidly assuming the propor- 
tions of a “national scandal;” and he took 
his fellow legislators to task for burdening 
the $50-a-page Congressional Record with 
letters and telegrams, “making it look like a 
copybook from a telegraph office.” 

The point back of all that those senators 
said is well taken—no matter if it did cost 
the government more than $50, exclusive of 
their time, for them to say it and have it 
officially recorded. There can be no deny- 
ing the fact that the government, while con- 
stantly, and properly so, preaching economy, 
is daily expending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars needlessly and wastefully—literally 
throwing it away. And its printing bill is 
one of its worst extravagances. 

, The “Official Bulletin,” for instance, con- 
tains such daily official and departmental 
“news” as the government cares to make 
public. We do not know what it costs to 
issue that publicatio#, but whatever the 
amount is might as well be thrown info the 

tomac; because, from the news standpoint 

the “Bulletin” is worthless. 
/ The matter it contains is prosaic, formal, 
verbose, dry as a cork leg, and by the time 
it reaches those to whom it is mailed it is 
about as uninteresting, for the reason that all 
of news value that it contains has already 
been sent out by wire and printed in the 
newspapers while “fresh.” 


Aside from the monetary waste entailed, 


it does seem a pity to waste so much human 
energy in such a publication—especially at 
a time like this, when in all parts of the 
country there ig such a cry for men to fill 
the soil and produce food!

Editor Constitution: Once more we have 
the changes rung on that ancient and hon- 
orable myth of the imminent coming of God 
from some other world to set up a divine 
government over mankind. 

It usually happens, as in this instance. 
that the old pagan fable is trotted out. not 
by the regular occupants of the regular 
pulpits, but by some outside clairvoyant who 
comes with a “revelation” of glad tidings 
to a benighted world. He has seen and heard 
things which are denied to the rest of us, 
and he has found Scripture authority of 
which we were ignorant. But, yet, it would 
seem that the exact wording of the New 
Testament ought to be conclusive evidence.

Despite these prophetic words which are 
now variously interpreted to meet the re- 
quirements of the interpreter, that genera- 
tion actually passed away and nearly 8,000 
generations more have succeeded it, and sti}! 
there are thousands of human beings who are 
readily deluded by any clairvoyant who 
comes along with nerve enough to spring the 
old story. 

The history of the successive failures of 
this myth is one of the most humiljating 
phases of modern theological lore. After it 
had failed to materialize in the generation 
as stated in the text above, its champions 
stoutly maintained that at the end of the 
first century of the new era, the prophecy 
would surely be fulfilled. Even in the best 
regulated prophecies, there is danger of slip- 
ping a cog and at the end of the first cen- 
tury the myth fell down once more with a 
sickening thud. But still the champions of 
it did not waver in their faith, and at the 
year 1000 of the new era all Christendom 
prepared with great ceremonials for ‘the 
event which was to change the earth from a 
hell of vice and iniquity, of crime and in- 
famy, public and private, into a heaven of 
innocence and bliss. 

But alas! another thousand years has 
almost passed and the earth still has to 
struggle along as best it may under such 
imperfeét government as men can devise. 
No God has come to set up a perfect gov-

Soldiers deserted from the fron€ and rov- 
ing aimlessly in search of plunder; Hooli- 
gans representing the worst type of city 
dwellers in Russia and criminals turned out 
of the jails by the Bolsheviki and actually 
armed by Bolshevik leaders, were let loose 
upon the people of Moscow. They con- 
quered where Napoleon failed. What is 
it the Mahommedans say?

Precious things are migg- 
ing from the museums. 

When mob rule relaxed and a semblance 
of order returned 200,000 ‘workingmen had 
no jobs because their factories had been 
burned or wrecked, No bank or office dared 
to open its doors so long as a pair of sol- 
diers with guns or machine guns could come 
to counting house or counter and demand 
contributions. In some respects Moscow 
suffered more grieviously than Petrograd, In 
Moscow the Bolsheviki imposed their will py 
downright frightfulness. Their methods 
were essentially Teutonic. 

Hestility to Mob Control,

‘Telephone contains a striking tribute 
to the late lL J. Kilpatrick, for many 
years manager of the large agricul- 


, tural interests of the EF. T. Comer com- 


i pany at Millhaven. The tribute is from 
‘the pen of E. T. Comer, to whom Mr. 
| Kilpatrick has been a “right-hand 

man” ever since Mr. Comer established 
/ what is now one of the largest agri- 

cultural developments in this part of 
'the country, consisting as it does of 
' more than 17,900 acres. 

Mr. Comer years ago became im-

; “Im the highest and best sense of the 
term, Mr. Kilpatrick was an honest and 
honorable man.

“He was absolutely fearless in the 
performance of a duty, and no diffi- 
culty or danger would deter him. 

“He was entirely faithful to every 
trust. If he had been the sole owner 
of the plantation and all the property 
connected with it, I do not see how he 
could have been more faithful, or more 
gealous in the performance of his 
duties. / 

“Our relations were not purely those 
of business. We were friends, and as 
a friend I appréciated him most high- 
ly. I am sure that I could have count- 
ed upon the steadfastness of his 
friendship under all circumstances, and 
that he never would have failed me. 

“I shall miss him eatly. I shall 
cherish his memory. His death to me 
is a distinct loss and a distinct be- 
reavement.

With a view toward warning young

Baptist tabernacle Wednésday night in 
which he had many things to say re- 
garding war weddings. 

“IT cannot too strongly urge our 
young girls who are contemplating 
marriage with soldiers to stop, look 
and listen. Nearly every~day—tragedies 
are occurring with thoughtless girls 
who are rushing headlong into the 
marriage relation.” 

“This is especially true,” declares 
Mr. Ham, “in cities where camps and 
cantonments are located. Girls has- 
tily marry soldiers, and in many in- 
stances find that they have wives and 
families in some distant section of the 
country.”
